This sparked a desire to find 
out more about the LaClede, the 
once regal looking hotel, from 
those who knew it first hand. A 
few of The Hickman Courier’s 
Facebook friends have sent in 
their memories and recollec¬ 
tions of this building, which is 
in desperate need of revitaliza¬ 
tion. 

“In the late 40’s the LaClede 
Hotel was owned by my uncle 
Claud Middleton,” said Char¬ 
lotte Howell. “At that time my 
mother, Mable Middleton Coun¬ 
cil owned a beauty shop located 
in the back of the hotel. One 
time when we (Nancy Barry, Pat 
Star and Janet McNeil) were in 
Hickman High School, we went 
to the beauty shop after closing 
time and we all put black dye 
on our hair. What fun and good 
ole times! Hickman was a great 
place to grow up!” 

Douglas Pair, another former 
Hickman resident, is sad to see 
that the history of the town of 
Hickman is about gone. “The 
LaClede was way before its 
time,” he said. “It once covered 
the whole block, including doc¬ 
tors and lawyers offices, stores, 
and restaurants. It was like a 
modernize resort hotel, back 
then. The selective service was 
in the back and many people 
had to go there and register for 
military duty.” 

Pair’s grandparents, Ray and 
Thelma Gilliam, managed and 
lived there many years while 
Pair was growing up. “I spent 
many nights there as a child,” 
he said. 

Robin Greenbaum, a grand¬ 
daughter of the Gilliams, re¬ 
members that they sold their 
farm in Phillipy and moved to 
Hickman to stay at the LaClede 
Hotel when her granddaddy got 
a job running a road crew for 
the state. “This was sometime in 
the ‘40’s,” she said. “As far as 
my mother can remember, my 
grandparents started managing 
the hotel in 1950.” 


Greenbaum, bom and raised in 
Toledo, Ohio, has so many fond 
memories of going down home 
to visit all of her relatives when 


she was a child. “Whether it was

State Property Tax Rate 
remains unchanged for 2013 


The Kentucky Department of 
Revenue has set the 2013 State 
Real Property Tax Rate at 12.2 
cents per $100 of assessed val¬ 
ue. Kentucky Revised Statute 
132.020 requires the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue to set the real 
property rate no later than July 1 
of each year. 

This rate is based on the reve¬ 
nue generated from the increase 
in taxable real property assess¬ 
ments from 2012 to 2013. If 
the assessment increase is more 


than four percent after the ex¬ 
clusion of new property added 
to the tax roll during 2013, then 
the prior year rate must be re¬ 
duced. Because the assessment 
increase for 2013 is estimated at 
1.32 percent, the state rate will 
remain the same as the 2012 
rate, 12.2 cents per $100 of as¬ 
sessed value. 

All of the revenue generated 
from the state property tax rate 
will go into the state’s General 
Fund.

ing to the picture show, browsing 
through the toy section at Miss Kit¬ 
ty’s five and dime or walking on top 
of the sea wall,” she said. 

One family reunion, from 1962, 
sticks out in Greenbaum’s mind. 
“We had just arrived in Hickman,” 
all my aunts, uncles and cousins 
had gathered at the hotel. We had a 
big supper and my granddaddy laid 
down for a nap and suffered a mas¬ 
sive heart attack. They always said 
he waited for us to get there to see 
us one more time before he left this 
world.” 

Thelma Gilliam continued to run 
the LaClede into the 1980s, until 
she moved to Union City, Tenn. 

Bonnie Voorhees, another owner 
of the hotel, wrote the following in¬ 
formation that she had gathered and 
it is dated April 1988. 

“Deed Book 16 p.74 
T.P Fortune from C.L. Randle, 
executer for Samuel Landrum 
LaClede Hotel Feb. 17, 1890 
Deed Book 16 p 86 
C.L. Randle from T.P. Fortune 
and M.V. Fortune (probably wife) 
Feb. 18, 1890 (Note: this was 
the very next day and must have 
been one-half as the price was 
$2,650.00) 

Deed Book 19 p. 27 
T.P.Fortune to Mrs. Biddle Am- 
berg wife of Moses Amberg, undi¬ 
vided half of LaClede Hotel Oct. 
28,1896 

(Note: Moses Amberg lived in a 
house that sat on the vacant lot lot 
next to the house that John Pierson 
now owns. Moses came from Ger¬ 
many and was original owner of 
the Amberg Company and was an 
ancestor of the Ambergs now living 
in Hickman.) 

Deed Book 17 p. 343 
Mrs. Biddle Amberg and hus¬ 
band Moses Amberg and Mrs. Bet- 


tie Randle (wife of C.L. Randle) 
sold for $4,600.00 to Seth Cur- 
lin the LaClede Hotel, which was 
known earlier as The Commercial 
Hotel. Sept. 28, 1897 
Deed Book 20 p. 497 
Seth Curlin conveyed his half 
to his wife Bettie A. Curlin for 
$7,400.00 to repay her money he 
has used. Jan 24, 1900 

(Note: this is an exact copy from 
the deed book which I thought was 
interesting.) 

For the consideration of the love 
and affection I bear to my wife, Bet- 
tie A. Curlin, and the further con¬ 
sideration of the sum of $7,400.00 
of her money which I used under 
a promise to restore same, I, Seth 
Curlin, do by these presents convey 
to said Bettie A. Curlin the follow¬ 
ing property situated in the city of 
Hickman State of Kentucky viz: lot 
24 and 49 fee off west side of lot 
23 to have and to hold together with 
all the appurtenances thereto be¬ 
longing to her, her heirs and assign 
forever by this my deed of General 
Warranty, Jan. 24. 1900 
Deed Book 21 p. 308 
Seth Curlin and wife Bettie 
A. Curlin to H. Buchanan, T.A. 
Ledford and J. A. Thompson for 
$6,375.00 April 17, 1901 
Deed Book 28 p. 334 
The Curlins sold to T.M. French 
and Bessie Boogher for $4,000.00 
Aug. 1906 

(Note: These dates are correct 
but some of the information seems 
confusing and I assume it’s because 
several people sold one-half inter¬ 
est) 

Deed Book 28 p. 455 

T.M. French sold this half to 
Bessie Boogher for $2,500.00 Aug. 
16,1911 

Deed Book 29 p. 135 

T.A. Ledford and J.A. Thompson 


sold their part to H.C. West Feb 14, 
1912 

Deed Book 34 p. 555 

Bessie Boogher of Fayettville, 
N.C. sold her part to J. C. West for 
$6,000.00 Jan. 16, 1919 

(Note: J.O. West was sheriff and 
was shot and killed in 1925) 

Deed Book 60 p. 200 

Claud Milddleton bought the 
LaClede from Mrs. J.O. West,wid¬ 
ow in 1944 

Claud Middleton died in 1972 
and his widow, Lela Middleton, 
owned it until 1978 when she gave 
it to her daughter Bonnie, and hus¬ 
band Austin B. Voorhees. The Voor¬ 
hees sold it to Hickman River City 
Development Corporation in 1982. 
This Corporation still owns it. 

1890 was as far back as I could 
find records. In that day there was 
not a reference point given so I had 
to go the cross index. This was very 
time consuming and I had to stop. 
Hopefully I can try another time. 

The Horseshoe front entrance 
and the Keyhole back entrances 
are very unique and interesting. 
Other information that has come 
down thru the years about the Ho¬ 
tel; Lindberg stayed overnight and 
his signature was on the register at 
one time but that page disappeared. 
Mark Twain did not stay overnight 
but was at the Hotel. There was a 
Seth Thomas clock in the lobby that 
was original to the building but this 
was stolen about 1980. 

In the 20’s and 30’s the junior 
and senior classes often had their 
proms in the dining room. The din¬ 
ing room was very large and fur¬ 
nished with marble top tables. To 
my knowledge there is only one of 
these left. Many people can remem¬ 
ber eating Sunday dinner at the Ho¬ 
tel during Mrs. West’s ownership. 

There is a bullet hole in the lobby

wall. It’s under the window on the 
right side as you enter. There is a 
story about the shooting but I’m 
not sure of the facts, and some of 
the relatives are still living. 

At one time the late Dr. J.C. Mor¬ 
rison had his office in the Hotel, 
and Dr. Richard White started his 
practice with an office there. The 
Draft Board was also there. 

Another interesting point is the 
manhole covers on the sidewalk be¬ 
hind the building, Several years ago 
when the TVA people were here 
working on downtown renewal, 
they were quite excited about these 
covers. According to them, the cov¬ 
ers were very unique and we were 
advised to “let nothing happen to 
them.” 

I’m sure there are many people 
who have tales to tell that would 
add interest to the history of the 
building. 

When we sold it in 1982 there 
was much furniture that was origi¬ 
nal to the building but I believe this 
has been disposed of.” 

Next week we will share some 
information from Phyllis Simmons 
and also from the National Park 
Service, sent in by Melissa Garrig- 
an. Simmons and Garrigan are both 
current residents of Hickman.

2008, Black thought teaching would 
only be temporary once the economy 
rebounded in the late 70s and early 
80s. “I really did think that teaching 
would only be temporary, but God 
had bigger plans for me that I didn’t 
know about at the time,” he said. 

During the last two years Black 
has been busy presenting teacher 
training workshops for National 
FFA, DuPont and Lab Aids. He also 
taught at Lone Oak High School to 
finish the year for a teacher that left 
at Christmas. “I taught with two 
other agriculture teachers, teaching 
two floral classes, three freshmen 
Agriscience classes and one Racer 
Academy class of Contemporary 
Issues,” Black noted. 

So now, two years after retiring, 
Black finds himself back to 
influencing future teachers. As the 
Coordinator of Racer Academy 
Black will be working with the 
dual-credit program offered by 
MSU in which students take the 
college level course in one of 
six programs and receive college 
credit as well as high school credit. 
The courses include Veterinarian 
Science, Advanced Animal Science, 
Introduction to Ag Education, 
Field Applications (Ag Math), 
Introduction to Agri-Business and 
Contemporary Issues. “I will be 
working with over 800 high school 
students and 50 plus teachers across 
the state,” added Black. “Students 
who want to take part in the Racer 
Academy must be a junior or senior 
in high school, have an ACT or Plan 
score of 18 and an overall g.p.a. of 
3.0.” 

“I am so excited to be part of the 
MSU Agricultural Education staff 
and be able to work with so many 
outstanding students and great 
teachers from across the state,” 
concluded Black.
